The history of science has been characterized by a 
series of anomalies appearing on the horizon of the 
prevailing world view. These "taboo discoveries," because 
of their prematurity are generally ridiculed and ignored. 


‘Ceorge Bernard Shaw once remarked that "All great truths 


begin as blasphemies" and Harman [1] in a very scholarly 
exposition describes many of the blasphemies in science, 
particularly with reference to consciousness research and 
psychic phenomena. As recently as 1966, D.0. Hebb [2], a 
leading behavioral psychologist, rejected the strong 
scientific evidence for telepathy “because the idea does not 
make sense." 

While there has been some unjust criticism of séience 
being totally committed to the worship of scepticism and 
jealing with a predictable world in which the events of the 
psyche have no meaning, a number of scientists have been 
investigating the increasing frequency of gaps in official 
versions of reality. A complete issue of Psychoenergetic 
systems [3] was devoted to reporting sophisticated 
sxperiments of psychokinetic metal fracture physics and 
tritical examinations of the "Geller effect." Complementing 
che experimental data, a number of theoreticians such as 
iH. Walker and Nick Herbert [4] have been attempting to 
2xplain PK phenomena by expanding the quantum theory of 
xystems and mathematical physics.
